should not have to sec our home- 
land overrun as the people of a dozen 
countries have been forced to sec it. 
China, Russia, France, Belgium, the 
Ncsthcrlands, the Philippines, Nor- 
way, 
Greece, Yugoslavia— all these 


and many others have been forced to 
undergo the ultimate in war horror, 
the destruction and downfall of their 
own homes, lands and institutions. Wo 
shall be forced to undergo the death 
of many fine American soldier, and 
that will be hard enough to bear. But 
tlie added horrors which London 
has 
seen, 
and 
Rotterdam, which 


Chungking and Shangai and Poking 
have undergone, may be spared us. 


The farther from 
our American 


shore our soldiers go to fight the en- 
emies of American, the less the chance 
that the war itself can come literally 
to America. Our AEFs go to drive 
war as far away from America as they 
can. 
It is in order to spare their 


people at home from meeting face to 
face war's horrors, that these Ameri- 
cans go to seek out the battle far 
away 


If it seems hard that a souldier 


should bo sent so far from home to 
fight— ti Iceland, to Alaska, to Aus- 
tralia. «r Guiana or Africa, it just as, 
well for us who remain behind to 
remember that it is to protect us and 
keep actual war at a long arm's leng- 
th from America that they go forth. 


Is it possible that the people for 


whose protection at home they go out 
to die in strange places at the world's 
ends will do less than see that they 
are supplied with everything they 
need? 


Further evidence now comes for- 


ward in support of tlie idea that the 
country is being made over before 
our eyes, though the eyes do not al- 
ways see clearly what is going on. 
The south was rapidly becoming in- 
dustrialized even before the war crisis. 
But the war industries now arising as 
if by magic, are shanging the picture 
even more rapidly. Chemicals pulp 
and paper, metals, iron and steel, ray- 
on—all these and many other indus- 
tries are being built up in the south 
as a result of the war effort. 
The 


facilities thus built will remain when 
the war shall have been won. 


They may well mean a death blow 


to the sectional specialization which 
lias had so great an influence on the 
country's social history in the past 50 
years.

propriation needed for the navy de- 
partment and naval services for the 
1942 
fiscal year at $8,768,783,500. 


The President also asked $7,193,861,- 


521 net additional for the Navy pro- 
gram in the fiscal year beginning next 
July 1. 


For the army lie asked an emergen- 


cy appropriation totaling $22,525,872,474 
for tlic 1942 fiscal year.

Axis Subs Sink 
Another Tanker 
Off U.S. Coast 


Standard Oil Ship 
Torpedoed Off 
North Carolina 
Coast 


WASHINGTON-M>)-An Axis sub- 


marine operating off the North Caro- 
flma coast Sunday torpedoed and 
sank the Standard. Oil Tanker Allen 
Jackson to bring to three tankers the 
toll of undersea boats off the U. S. 
Atlantic coast since last Wednesday. 


The landing of survivors of a tor- 


pedoed Panamanian freighter at the 
cast coast Canadian port Sunday indi- 
cated that at least a fourth vessel had 
been sunk in apparently widespread 
Axis submarine forays. 


The Norfork, Va., operating naval 


base said 13 survivors of the crew of 
35 of the tanker were landed by a 
rescue vessel which also brought four 
bodies. All licensed officers were in- 
jured or lost. 


Survivors said the submarine gave 


no warning before losing its tor- 
pedoes and expressed the belief that 
two torpedoes hit tlic tanker.

Filipinos Here 
Want Action 


20,000 in U. S. 
Seek Immediate 
Service

Ipinos, not citizens, but residing in the 
United Stales, would like to fight 
for Undo Sam, either in their own 
native islands or anywhere else—if 
the American government would onlv 
let them. 


Their idea is to form one or two di- 


visions, officered in part by Americans 
and in part by Filipinos, snd to gfl 
active service after six tnonthS of In- 
tensive training. And they Wont par- 
ticularly to fight JapS, and not be 
turned into labor battallions or any- 
thing of that sort. 


Filipinos in the United States are In 


on anomalous position, unless they 
were born here. In that case, they nre 
American citizens. 


Allen Filipinos Arc 
"American Nationals" 
But Filipinos born in the Philippines, 


which are still n dependency of the 
United States, ore not American cit- 
izens, but nre given the puzzling title 
of "American nationals." 
Whatever 


that may mean, the American census 
and the Department of Justice consid- 
er (hem as aliens. 


Under the Aliens Registration Act 


they have to register, just as does a 
German, Italian or Jop. 


The Department of Justice says 83,- 


674 Filipinos were registered in the 
continental United States nnd posses- 
sions like Hownii, Puerto Rico, Virgin 
Islands and Alaska. The Census Bu- 
reau has not yet revealed Its figures. 
But it is estimated some 50,000 Fili" 
pinos live in Hawaii ond over 32000 
in the United States. 


California, Oregon and Washington 


have the biggest Filipino population. 
Those who are not students or busi- 
ness representatives, are mainly agri- 
cultural workers. 
In 
Washington 


they are mainly taxi drivers ond house 
servants. 
Many used to be in the 


United States navy, serving in the of- 
ficers' mess. 


Filipinos in this country have never 


shown any great longing to go back 
home to live, olthough now they are 
ready to go back there to fight. As an 
aftermath of the depression, mony 
Filipinos in America were very poor. 
In July, 1935, a House act provided 
means for Filipinos to return to the 
Philippines at the Americon govern- 
ment's expense. This provision ended 
December 31, 1940 . The Authors of the 
bill estimated that between 20,000 and 
30,000 would apply for repatriation. 
Actually only 2190 accepted free trans- 
portation to Manila. 


Filipinos Wnnt to Fight 
Right after the treacherous attacks 


by the Japs on American forces in 
Hawaii, followed by invasion of the 
Philippines, J. M. EHzalde, Resident 
Commissioner of the Philippines to the 
United States, received letters from 
Filipinos all over the United States 
expressing a desire to join up with 
the American forces. So widespread 
and insistent was this movement that 
Elizalde took it up with the War De- 
partment. A few weeks ago Secre- 
tary of War Stimson wrote back: 


"Many Filipinos who are citizens of 


the United States, are now serving in 
our army. Unfortunately, under our 
present law, a person who is not a 
citizen of the United States, may not 
be commissioned or enlisted in the 
urmy. Consequently, a change in the 
law will be required if Filipinos, who 
are not citizens, are to be permitted 
service in the armed services of the 
United States. The War Department 
has this matter under study and it is 
hoped that a solution will be found in 
the near future." 


Incidentally, Slizalde's office is is- 


suing certificates of Filipino national- 
ity for protection of his fellow coun- 
trymen, who might be mistaken for 
Japs. Many of them also wear a red 
button with o white band across it 
on which is printed in black the word 
"Filipino." 


The stout fighting the Filipinos are 


doing in their homeland is largely due 
to the fact that the first act passed 
by the Filipino National Assembly 
in 1935 was a plan for national de- 
fense. 


It required compulsory service from 


all men between the ages of 20 and 
50. Every year those reaching the age 
of 20 must register. The plan was for 
six months training for between 20,- 
000 and 40,000 each half year. The first 
registration was in April, 1926, ond 
barracks by January, 1937, and the 
second group in July, 1937. This was 
repeated yearly. 


Upon completion of training, the 


men were taKen into the reserves. Had 
pence prevailed, it was forseen that by 
19G6, there would hav been 1,000,000 
trained fighting men. 
How 
many 


Filipino trained soldiers ore fighting 
alongside American troops in the Phil- 
ippines today is not revealed, but it is 
probably considerably more than 100,- 
000.

Congress Full 
of Argument 


They Will Squabble 
on Anything 
Except the Wai-

WASHtNGTON-There has been a 


great deal of talk about the death of 
partism politics. I will have to plead 
guilty to having, on occasion, put in 
my two cents worth on that score- 
but not any longer. 


1 have been a-visiting up on the 


Hill and I'm here to report thnt the 
old political hatchet is only buried on 
one subject—the winning of the war. 
Since December 7, I haVn't been able 
to find a congressman (or woman) 
Who doesn't want to win the war. But 
after that, agreement ends—and the 
basis of partisn politics is disagree- 
mnnt. 


Tn the first place, this is election 


year, and the seats of 34 Senators nad 
all the members of the House of 
course, are at stake. 
That means 


campaigns—and campaigns mean "is- 
sues." When one begins to look for 
these, he finds there are plenty of 
them. 


Some of these issues, a lot of them, 


are coming up in Congress before 
election time comes around. But there 
will be others and many of those in 
the immediate offing will be continu- 
ing. 


For example, there is the prosecu- 


tion of the war itself. No one ques- 
tions the solidarity of England, but I 
when things go wrong with British 
progress in the war, there are quite 
a few M. P.'s who are happy to stake 
their political necks on questioning 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill. 
That's 


probably only a sample of what can 
happen here. The "outs" aren't go- 
ing to forget how many political nog- 
gins fell AFTER England entered the 
War. 


As Republican National chairman, 


Rep. Joseph W. Martin put it: "This 
is no time for abuse or criticism. It's 
a time for pointing out. 
We, like 


every one else, are 100 per cent for 
winning this war but, like they do in 
England, we will reserve the right to 
comment when it can honestly 
be 


done. The party of the oppisition is 
of greatest importance." 


"As for specific issues which are 


likely to develop into lusty political 
battles: 
(1) Price control legislation, 


particularly as regards farm prices, 
wages, and administration of the act. 
The big guns already are firing on 
this one and it's pretty much a battle 
royal. The farm bloc, the laborities, 
the 
anti-Leon 
Henderson-ites, 
tine 


anti-labor gro upt.he anti-inflation- 
ists, and the 
middle-of-the-roaders 


make it a glourious melee. 


(2) The drastic reduction in non- 


defense spending with many Con- 
gressmen battling to save their fav- 
orite agencies. 


(3) Legislation banning strikes in 


war 
industries and probably along I 


with it a tighter control of manage- 
ment profits and operations. This may| 
pop to the front again any minute- 
any minute that labor or 'management I 
shows signs of getting out of line. 
j 


(4) Congressional committee investi- 


gations to unearth any possibly graft 
or favoritism in government contracts 
and to determine where the arms pro- 
gram is falling down, if it is . 


(5) The gigantic tax program, pro- 


babaly no one questions the vast 
amount of money we have to raise, 
but don't think for a minute there 
isn't going to be hot argument about 
the methods of raising it. • 


(6) The fight to save small industries 


from complete annihlation and leg- 
islation to remedy or relieve labor 
and industrial dislocations. 


I could mention a lot of minor is- 


sues that may loom large before the 
year, is out, such as the complaints 
against the progress of civilian de- 
fense; and daylight saving, which was 
one of the big political squabbles of 
World War 1 and is certain to bring 
some political doars from the farm 
belt. 


But that should be enough to con- 


vince that the second session of the 
77th congress isn't going to be intirely 
a chorus of yesses.

Is 15 Resolutions 


' By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON — Drastic stream- 


' lining of education to meet war needs 
- and avoid the pitfalls which gave 
•( education such a setback in World 


,,War 1 is under way. 


The wartime Magna Carta of high- 


er education will be the 15 resolu- 
tions recently adopted by tho con- 
gress of 1,000 college presidents in 
Baltimore. The group which will ad- 
minister it and work with individual 
colleges and school systems will be 
the Olfice of Education wartime com- 
mission here in Washington. 


Appointed by John W. Stiidebaker, 


U. S. Commissioner of Education, at 
the request of Federal Security Ad- 
ministrator Paul V. McNutt, the com- 
mission already is in high gear. 


Some of the things in immediate 


prospect are: 


1. Reduction of the college course to 


three and possibly two and a half 
years, in order to give youth its de- 
grees and a completed education be- 
fore it is called into the army or in- 
to civilian defense and wartime in- 
dustries. This speedup has been go- 
ing on in West Point and Annapolis 
for more than n year. As in the case 
of those institutions, six day weeks, 
full summer terms, and an accelera- 
tion in all courses by stripping them 
of frills and nonessentials are expect- 
ed to do the trick. 


- 
2. A vast expansion 
of 
military 


training, with full college credit for 
such work. There has been no hint 


,. that colleges and universities again 


will be converted into fulltime mili- 
tary institutions as they were by the 
Student Army Training Corps in the 
last war. However, if it develops 
later that such a drastic move is nec- 
essary, the nucleus of the S. A. T. C. 
will be ready to again turn every 
fraternity house into 'a barracks and 
college campuses into armed camps. 


3. A far greater emphasis on physi- 


cal education with a view to building 
every youth into the tough physical 
specimen that can stand the rigors of! 
war in the field and at home. The re- 
port that a million young men have 
been deferred in the draft because:

British Sub in 
Daring Attack 


Out of Torpedoes, 
Submarine Makes 
Surface Attack

A NORTH SEA SUBMARINE BASE, 


—Straight ahead, out across the body 
of water which stretches from this 
rjiin-swept base to the coastline op- 
posite, is a German life line. 


It sweeps from the iron ore mines of 


Narvik, in Norway, down 
to the 


wluirf sheds which line the southern- 
most coast of the crescent-shaped Bay 
of Biscay. 


To cut that life-line is the job of the 


squat, low-lying submarines, being 
fulccl and re-fitted nt the docksidc of 
this estuary. It is not easy. 


A submarine patrol can be long, 


nerve-shattering time. Rain and fog 
often blanket this North Sea, which 
winter winds can whip into 40-foot 
waves that make rudder nad pro- 
peller control impossible, if you've 
the temerity to surface after n German 
ship in such weather. 


Shy, apologetic, 26-year-old Lt. Den- 


nis of His Majesty's Navy; attached to 
this submarine flotilla, explained this 
as we clambered down the slippery, 
oil-covered rungs of a steel ladder in- 
to a torpedo room on inspection tour. 


In eighteen months tin's submarine 


had been through plenty. The Med- 
iterranean first, the North Sea later, 
re-fitting now. They were tearing the 
engines apart, painting the heavy 
metal doors of tho twin forward tubes, 
getting ready for the next trip out. 


Gunning for Nazi Freighters 
The last lino-cutting trip out, Den- 


nis said, had been worthwhile. It made 
up for the inactivity of two previous 
trips. 


The Germans send their freighters 


down the coast in groups and for long 
weeks nothing happens, but this lime 
they intercepted part of a convoy. 


Along the surface by night, and 


below by day, they had proceeded 
to the area which was to bo their pa- 
trol zone, unless 
something 
forced 


them back to base. 


En route once, they had received 


from "shore-operations" what Den- 
nis terms "a tinkle by radio." 
Ex- 


cept for that cryptic lono message, 
they were on their own, as complete- 
ly cut off as the crew of a giant four- 
cngined bomber, fighting a slow pas- 
sage through bad skies to Berlin and 
back. 


In steady, monotonous fashion they 


had moved closer to the zone and the

German shore. The fog and the rain 
obscured their vision most days, but 
it also permitted them to surface more 
frequently and let the fresh, cold, 
North Sea air flow down through the 
open hatchway. 


One nightfall they were on the sur- 


face, one mile from the German-oc- 
cupied coast. 
Tho stars were out 


and (he sea had abated and from this 
close distance Ihoy had no trouble 
visualizing Die stcel-hclmeted artil- 
leryman who stood restlessly by the 
side of guns and searchlights which 
guarded that strip of high cliffland. 


The German convoy broke slowly 


from out of a mantle of light fog, Den- 
nis said, holding the Captain and him- 
self transfixed. Then the spell ended. 
A sharp order, nnd their sub was 
sliding below the surface, headed for 
the enemy vessels. 


Swiftly they drew closer to shore. 


The convoy was hugging the high- 
wiillcd shore lino which broke almost 
straight to a groat depth down into 
the water below. At four hundred 
yards from land, the Captain barked 
"Port torpedo—fire!" 


They could hear the terrific ex- 


plosion which followed a short mo- 


ment later. 


"That freighter must have gone 100 


foot in the. air," Dennis said. "All 
munitions, probably, for the destruc- 
tion was so complete. Whole lorries 
were kissed to an incredible height, 
and for that one moment as I looked 
through the periscope I felt sick." 


Sinking a Ship With Gun Fire

German ship racing toward them. 
Dennis said Hint tin the Water mutinied 
slowly around the conning tower he 
thought they would never gel below. 


"I watched the depth gauge. We 


could hear the propellers racing over- 
head and then came the depth charg- 
es. The boat just guvc n shudder and 
kept going. But it was a strain for 
some time, always wiiiling for that 
next one.
